Advantages 


Character Depth: Putnam's complex life story, marked by trauma, 
personal growth, and the quest for identity, provides a rich narrative to 
explore over three games and beyond. 

Emotional Depth for Storytelling: Putnam's intricate mix of virtues, 
fears, and struggles offers a rich emotional landscape for storytelling, 
enabling the creation of deep and engaging narrative arcs. 

Dynamic Character Growth: His internal conflicts and fears present 
opportunities for significant character development throughout The 
Witcher 4, and 6, creating a dynamic and evolving protagonist, unlike 
Geralt, whose emotional arcs are more stagnant after the closure of his 
story in the books. 

Charming and Attractive Persona: Putnam's charm and attractiveness 
can enhance the player's connection to the character, making him more 
relatable and engaging as a protagonist. 

Unique Abilities: As a witcher from the School of the Griffin and later, 
one of the founders of the School of the Crane, his unique skills and 
focus on different aspects of combat, along with the use of new Signs, 
could introduce fresh gameplay mechanics. 

Connections and Relationships: Putnam's relationships with other 
characters and organizations could facilitate intertwined plots and 
dynamic alliances, adding significant depth to the narrative. 


Disadvantages 


Narrative Complexity: Adapting Putnam's extensive backstory and 
complexity into a game might be challenging, requiring simplifications 
that could potentially fail to do justice to the character. 

Struggles with Addiction and Mental Health: Putnam's battles with 
Black Seagull addiction and survivor's guilt could be challenging to 
navigate in a game, as it introduces sensitive topics. Balancing these 
issues in a way that respects mental health struggles while providing a 
meaningful narrative could be complex. 

Fan Expectations: Fans of The Witcher may have specific expectations 
based on existing characters, and Putnam, being a new character and not 
part of CDPR canon, may not be well-received by everyone.
